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135 hear candidates at Forum 


At last night’s forum, 
sponsored by the St, Albert 
and District Chamber of 
Commerce, chairman Gerry 
Belke allowed each of the 
six Edmonton West candi- 
dates five minutes for a 
speech, with no rebuttal, Or- 
der of the talks was esta- 
blished by draw and Liberal 
candidate Mike MacDonald 
was first, 

He said he stands behind 
the Trudeau policy on oil, 
under which the price per 
barrel was set at $6.50, and 
also agrees with the Liberal 
leader on the oil export tax, 
On the petrochemical indus- 
try Mr. MacDonald said he 
agrees with Premier Lough- 
eed that Alberta should be 
developing their own resour- 
ces, but thought that it was 
fair that Alberta get two of 
three new industries, AGTL- 
CIL and Dow Dome, while 
Sarnia, Ontario, should get 
the publicly-owned Petrosar 
development, He said that 
the Liberals have a policy, 
but the P.C,’s just keepsay- 
ing they will hold consulta- 
tions with the provinces. 

Stan Plante, Marxist-Len- 
inist Party, said his party 
was against ‘‘Monopoly cap- 
atlist parties’? and were 
working to build a socialist 
state, 

Libertarian Brent Bissell 
stated that the major part- 
ies all deserve to be de- 


feated because of run-away 
inflation, He said inflation 
in 1972 was three - four 
per cent, hit 11 per cent in 
1973 and he estimated would 
reach 18 per cent in 1974, 
Because wage and price con- 
trols didn’t work in Britain 
or the U.S.A, he felt they 
wouldn’t work here, He did 
not agree with the NDP roll 
back policy. He said we 
should get back on the gold 
standard with sound econo- 
mic policies, 

Marcel Lambert incum- 
bent Progressive Conserva- 
tive greeted the people in 
French and English, He dealt 
primarily with the Trudeau 
budget which he said failed 
to deal with inflation, Three 
years ago, said Mr, Lambert 
Mr, Trudeau said he had in- 
flation licked, and since then 
it has increased by 26 per- 
centage points, The Liberal 
stand that other countries 
also have inflation was just 
a ‘‘cop-out,’’ What has happ- 
ened to land values has put 
us in a real mess - “‘it is 
almost criminal to ask a 
young couple to buy a $40,000 
home at 12 - 12 and one-half 
per cent interest he said, 
He referred to the tremen- 
dous run on Canada Savings 
Bonds and said the govern- 
ment is now considering is- 
suing new bonds to pay off 
the ones cashed in - and 
they’ll never catch up, This 


was disastrous for people 
who had substantial life sav- 
ings in bonds, he added, In 
April, said Mr, Lambert, 
‘I asked a question in the 
House of Commons as to 
whether the Liberal govern- 
ment had any measures to 
deal with inflation,’’ Mr. 
Trudeau answered that they 
had a contingency plan for 
wage and price controls, It 
will take all of us with 
shoulder to the plow to beat 
inflation, and there are some 
hard years ahead, concluded 
Mr, Lambert. 

Jane Weaver, NDP candi- 
date, opened her remarks 
by cracking the Marxist- 
Leninist candidate and 
quoted the meaning of so- 
cialism from the Americana 
Dictionary. She stated that 
the main issues in this elec- 
tion are inflation and foreign 
ownership, with housing and 
unemployment other serious 
concerns, She said that the 
old parties are committed 
to foreign ownership, She 
spoke in support of Mr, Lew- 
is’s two major platform 
planks: the roll-back of pri- 
ces and six per cent ceiling 
on home mortgages, 

Social Credit candidate 
John Ludwig said he had 
lived under a Nazi regime, 
and it was good to speak in 
a democratic society, and 
he chided the Marxist-Len- 
inist party on this count, 


Committee of the whole 
covers varied agenda 


Discussion at the regular 
committee of the whole 
meeting held on Tuesday, 
July 2, covered a varied 
agenda, Of note on the agenda 
was a proposal for subdivi- 
sion of the area north of the 
Sturgeon River contained be- 
tween Highway #2 and the 
proposed North-Lest Free- 
way (a 1,728 acre area), a 
proposed bylaw to provide 
for penalties and the instal- 
ment payment of taxes, an 
examination of alternative 
fates of the original McKin- 
ney Store, and a proposed 
animal control plan, 

The proposal for subdivi- 
sion of the 1,728 acre area, 
termed Bellerose Park, was 
outlined in a lengthy presen- 
tation by Mr, Gesell and 
associates for St, Albert In- 
vestments, Four considera- 
tions were taken into account 
in the preparation ofthe pro- 
posal - 1) logical form of 
growth, 2) long-term plann- 
ing for utilities, 3) existing 
and proposed transportation 
routes, and 4) natural and 
man-made features, 

Mayor Gibbon made re- 


commendation to council that 
the proposal be referred to 
staff for their comments, 
The recommendation was 
carried three to two with 
Councillors Fyfe and de 
Bruijn opposed to the recom- 
mendation, 

During the questioning 
session of the proposed sub- 
division, Councillor Thrond- 
son voiced his feeling that 
the proposal was premature 
in the light of the fact that 
the North-West Freeway is 
not intended for construction 
in the immediate future, Ma- 
yor Gibbon drew attention 
to the current burden on 
water supply and the need 
to look at staging before 
consideration of further an- 
nexation, 

The spokesmen for the 
proposal called for a list 
of questions and comments 
from the council members, 
Explaining that the proposal 
itself would provide the an- 
swers to questions, Mr, Ge- 
sell stated his willingness 
to provide specific answers 
to specific points that would 
be brought up in the list of 


queries, 

The discussion of the pro- 
posed bylaw dealing with in- 
stalment payment of taxes 
brought out the observation 
from Mayor Gibbon that ad- 
ministrative problems could 
result, Councillor de Bruijn 
stated that he did not agree 
with the bylaw as it stands 
and was in favour that it be 
referred back to the Admin- 
istrative Committee, The 
bylaw was referred back to 
council for discussion at 
their meeting to be held next 
Monday. 

The topic of animal con- 
trol brought out discussion 
of significant increases in 
fines for dogs at large, The 
figures proposed would be 
a sum of not more than $50 
for first offence, not more 
than $100 for second offen- 
ces, and not more than $200 
for third and subsequent of- 
fences, Default of payment 
of the said fines and costs 
could involve imprisonment 
for a term of not more than 
60 days, 

Included in the proposals 
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Mr. Ludwig said that the 
only two parties at the meet- 
ing to have their platforms 
on paper were the NDP and 
the Social Credit. Wage and 
Price control can only work 
under a dictatorship, said 
Mr, Ludwig, He also stated 
that Canada must control it’s 
own economy and favoured 
the creation of more money, 
with the increase equal to 
production, a curb on gov- 
ernment spending. His party 
would establish a price dis- 
count he said, and subsidize 
those companies holding pri- 
ces down, In conclusion he 
asked those present to study 
the Social Credit platform 
as laid out in his brochure, 
There will be no change if 
either the Liberals or Con- 
Servatives go to Ottawa he 
said,

Two women would have 
undoubtedly drowned in the 
Sturgeon River on Sunday, 
June 21, had it not been 
for the bravery and prompt 
action of two St, Albert boys, 

Bernie Roy, 16, of 13 Mill 
Dr,, and Chris Purschke, 18, 
of 25 Marion Crescent, were 
at the small beach at Cunn- 
ingham Bridge, some three 
miles south of town that day 
when a woman, unknown to 
them, came running up to 
where they were sitting on 
the bank and urged them to 
help. 

She had just noticed that 
her two friends who had 
been walking in the river 
had disappeared, There had 
been no scream or call for 
help, but the boys were aware 
of a hole in the river which 
drops suddenly to about 12 
feet, They ran along the edge 
and spotted two patches of 
air bubbles some 40 feet 
beyond the hole and imme- 
diately jumped into the 
water, Chris, who got in 
first, managed to get hold of 
an arm, although it was im- 
possible to see under the 
weter, The two boys started 
to get this woman to shore 
against the current which 
was very strong at that point, 
They estimate that the wo- 
man weighed close to 200 
pounds, 

She tried to grab Chris 
around the waist, but he 
broke free and went to look 
for the second woman, think- 
ing that someone would help 
Bernie the rest of the way. 
Although there were about 
40 people on the bank near- 
by, no one came to his ass-

istance, The two boys had 
taken her about half the dis- 
tance of 40 feet and Bernie 
had a real struggle on his 
hands for a further 17 feet, 
before one man finally jump- 
ed in, and then another to 
help drag the woman up on 
the bank, 

Meanwhile Chris managed 
by himself to rescue the 
other woman, a girl of about 
17 years and not so heavy - 
no one offered any assistance 
until Chris got her up on the 
bank, Then a man came for- 
ward to give. her artificial 
respiration, 

“They were white as a 
piece of paper,’’ said Ber- 
nie - “And their lips were 
so blue - I thought neither 
of them would make it” 


However after a half hour 
or so both were revived. 
The boys never found out 
who the women or their 
friends were, Most of the 
people on the scene were, 
they thought, Portugese, and 
did not speak in English, 

Chris has an instructor’s 
swim badge and has com- 
pleted most of the training 
for a lifeguard, and Bernie 
has his senior badge, but has 
not taken life saving instruc- 
tion, although he has ob- 
served people being taught 
at the YMCA, 

The boys have gone quite 
often to Cunningham Bridge 
area, but noticed that Sunday 
that ‘No Trespassing’ signs 
have now been posted,

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The question period was 
somewhat disappointing and 
on the dull side, and it app- 
eared that each party had 
its own ‘planted’ question- 
ers, The first question on 
housing policies was replied 
to by each candidate, which 
took so long that the rule 
was changed and questions 
were directed to a specific 
candidate, This didn’t work 
out as the next questioner 
asked each candidate to give 
his views on abortion, Mr. 
MacDonald did not favour 
removing abortion from the 
criminal code, but person- 
ally would support abortion 
on demand up to 12 weeks, 
and after that, no, 

Mr, Bissell and Mr, Plante 
did not favour abortion on 
demand, Mr, Ludwig was 
against abortion unless the 
mother’s life was at stake, 
Jane Weaver was in favour 
of changing the criminal code 
but qualified her statement 
by saying that she did not 
agree that abortion is aform 
of birth control, Mr, Lam- 
bert was definitely against 
abortion, saying he had sta- 
ted so many times. 

Other questions asked why 
women are second class citi- 
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zens, why does the criminal 
code allow homosexualism 
«but not abortions, concern 
over the growth of the civil 
service, government spend- 
ing and give away programs 
and whether Canadians are 
over governed, 

Another questioner wanted 
to know what the cost to the 
treasury would be of re- 
moving the 11 per cent tax 
on building materials as pro- 
posed by the P.C.’s, Mr, 
Lambert estimated 300 mill- 
ion, but couldn’t hazard a 
guess as to the cost to the 
treasury of the forgiveness 
of mortgage interest over 
eight per cent, Mr. Mac- 
Donald said that he had the 
figures of $500 million on 
the building tax removal and 
$75 million on the interest 
rebate, 

Mr, Lambert emphasized 
again that we are in for a 
hard period of three to four 
years to really get infla- 
tion under control, A small 
hassle developed regarding 
Mr, Lambert’s vote on the 
football issue, and Mr, Lam- 
bert said this issue should 
never have got to the mini- 
ster level, as Mr, Lalonde 
had already made a mess 
out of amateur sports, 

As Messrs, Lambert and 
MacDonald seemed to dom- 
inate the question period, 
chairman Belke gave the last 
question to Mrs, Weaver, 
and she stated that there 
should be some _ govern- 
ment controls on inflation, 
a control on corporation pro- 
fits and suggested the gov- 
ernment should set up a 
prices and control board, 
She ended her remarks with 
an example of the spiralling 
cost of peanut butter, astaple 
in most homes, 
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of the old McKinney Store 
building currently the resi- 
dence of Larry de Bruijn, 
be taken up at the next coun- 
cil meeting.

Marcel Lambert’s view of the election 


Mr. Lambert, who has re- 
presented the Edmonton 
West Constituency, which in- 
cludes St. Albert, for 17 
years was asked ‘‘How do 
voters come to cast their 
ballot in a federal election 
for any particular candid- 
ate?’’ The reasons are le- 
gion and the combination of 
them are almost as numer- 
ous, he replied, 

“T suggest, however, that 
in Edmonton West the vot- 
ers should arrive at their 
choice depending on how they 
weigh the following factors: 

(a) Traditional party aff- 
iliation 

(b) National leadership of 
that or any other party 

(c) Party program or per- 
formance 

(4) Reaction to the local

Personal canvassing has 
convinced me said the MP,

exnosure in this early phase. 

However, I feel all of this 
early reporting places an 
undue emphasis on the per- 
sonality of the leaders, in a 
way that voters canbe easily 
misled into wrong assess- 
ments and in the end to the 
wrong reason for their ulti- 
mate vote, TV reporting and 
editing of news into minute- 
or-less segments can make 
or destroy the personality 
of 4 party leader, To methis 
factor is most over-rated 
by far too many people. 

There is always a hard 
core of support for Canada’s 
major parties - through thick 
or thin, and it is the dream 
of all parties to build upthis 
segment, The broader is this 
solid base, the easier it is 
to attract a bigger share of 
the so-called floating vote.

ticipate to the limit to rid 
ourselves of high inflation, 
It won’t be easy, it won’t be 
pleasant for everybody, but 
what is the alternative? To 
stand idly by and put on a 
band-aid here and there as 
the Liberal administration 
has done, and with so little 
effect that economic ruin is 
imminent for most Cana-

Freezing wages while the 
cost of living continues to 
climb is not the answer to 
inflation, according to John 
Borger, Liberal candidate
